f Residents Condemn Governor's Commutation Of Killers' Sentence

Demands, shock and bitter words from the lips 
of angry citizens— that's the Feasterville story, which 
has erupted from the words, “Darcy will live!’ 
Reaction to Governor George M. Leader's an­ 
nouncement that D a v id Darcy and his associate kill­ 
ers, Harry Zcitz and Harold Foster, will not die has 
brought feverish denouncement from the people of 
Feasterville— those who live in the Lower Bucks com­ 
munity where the murder took place. 
With the words ot anger come a demand for a 


deluge of letters to be sent to Governor Leader and 
the state board of pardons. 
One of Kelly’s life-long friends, Jim McLean, 
looked up from his desk in his Feasterville hardware 
store -and said, “ I’d like to see all the people get on 
the bandwagon and write to Leader and his buddies 
and tell them how we feel, for the thinking of the 
people has not been registered.” 
McLean, like many men of Feastrville, is angry, 
and he shows it. “ I knew Bill Kelly— we were little 
bovs together,” he added. 
Clyde Reed laid down his tools and rose from 
his auto work in his father's used car establishment 


on Street road. “They might as well take that electric 
chair and throw it in the nearest junk pile,” he said, 
“ 11 those men don’t deserve to die, no on does!” he 
exclaimed. 
Young Reed tells of how Bill Kelly used to help 
him with his homework. “A nicer guy you couldn’t 
know,” he said. 


‘Nothing Fair’ 


From the elder Reed, a long-time resident of 
Feasterville, known to everyone as Bob, come the 
words, “ It's dirty— there’s nothing fair about it!" Mr. 
Reed said he knew Kelly as well as anyone. “ He used 


to work for me,” he explained. 
Ed Platt, the Studebaker dealer on Bustleton 
pike, Feasterville, calls the action of the pardons 
board and governor, “stinking!” He added, “ It’s the 
biggest miscarriage of justice anyone has ever seen— 
and so bold, too!” 
Roy Doan, of 2049 Terrace drive, Feasterville, 
said he did not believe it was fair, “and I think most 
people feel that way ” 
Standing behind his counter in Feastervilie’s lit­ 
tle store, Ed Lennon frowned and said, “ I feel it’s 
now here right— now here near right. My feelings are

Demands, shock and bitter words from the lips 
of angry citizens— that’s the Feasterville story, which 
has erupted from the words, “Darcy will live!” 
Reaction to Governor George M. Leader’s an­ 
nouncement that David Darcy and his associate kill­ 
ers, Harry Zeitz and Harold Foster, will not die has 
brought feverish denouncement from the people of 
Feasterville— those who live in the Lower Bucks com­ 
munity where the murder took place. 
With the words cl anger come a demand for a 


deluge of letters to be sent to Governor Leader and 
the state board of pardons. 
One of Kelly's life-long friends, Jim McLean, 
looked up from his desk in his Feasterville hardware 
store and said, “I’d like to see all the people get on 
the bandwagon and write to Leader and his buddies 
and tell them how we feel, for the thinking of the 
people has not been registered.” 
McLean, like many men of Feastrville, is angry, 
and he shows it. “I knew Bill Kelly— we were little 
bovs together,” he added. 
Clyde Recd laid down his tools and rose from 
his auto work in his father s used cai establishment 


on Street road. “They might as well take that electric 
chair and throw it in the nearest junk pile,'1 he said. 
“It those men don’t deserve to die, no on does!” he 
exclaimed. 
Young Reed tells of how Bill Kelly used to help 
him with his homework.
